Reds Advance 
14 Miles on 
Wide Front 


Soviets Drive Nazis 
From Tisza River 
In Northern Hungary 


LONDON, Wednesday, Nov. 29. 
(PP) — Advancing . westward all 
across the breadth of Czechoslo- 
vakia and clearing the Germans 
from the right bank of the Tisza 
river in northern Hungary, the 
Red Army has scored advances of 
as much as 14 miles on closely 
linked fronts more than 110 miles 
long, Moscow disclosed. 

The Russian communique which 
announced these gains yesterday, 
with capture of more than 60 com- 
munities in Czechoslovakia . and 
14 in upper Hungary, was silent 
concerning a German announce- 
ment, that Soviet troops, in a new 
drive west of. the Danube, 98 
miles south of Budapest, had 
seized Mohacs and were pushing 
toward the coal-mining city of 
PECS in southwest Hungary. 

The crossings of the Tisza river 
put the last 35-mile stretch of that 
stream in Russian hands from 
Tokaj (Tokay) northeastward. The 
lower reaches of the river below 
Tokaj already were Russian-held. 

In Slovakia one of the impor- 
tant centers taken was Vysni Svid- 
nik, 10 miles southwest of the 
Polish border. The advance was 
general down to the Hungarian 
border. 

Fighting currently was within 
25 miles of the Slovakian strong- 
points of Kassa and Presov, with 
Gen, Ivan Petrov’s Fourth Ukrain- 
ian army pressing the Germans 
steadily back through the mounr- 
tains. 

Transocean broadcast a_state- 
ment bya German military spokes- 
man that, with the incorporation 
of Mohacs, the Russian bridgehead 
across the Danube was six miles 
wide. Mohacs is 12 miles north- 
west of Batina, in Yugoslavia, 
where the initial crossing was 
made. , 

It appeared that the Russians in- 
tended not only to advance north 
along the river to take the Buda- 
pest defenders in the rear, but also 
to strike northwestward toward 
the Austrian frontier. 

The long battlefield of the east- 
ern front, winding more than 1,500 
miles from the Baltics to the Bal: 
kans, was comparatively quiet in 
other sectors last night. On the 
west side of it the Germans waited 
tensely for Marshal Stalin’s prom- 
ised winter offensive.

COST OF RE-EMPLOYMENT 


FDR Asks for 575,900,000 
To Blueprint Postwar Work 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(#)— 
The administration made its first 
request today for cash to help get 
postwar employment rolling to- 
ward President Roosevelt's goa! of 
60,000,000 jobs. 

The President asked congress to 
appropriate $75,900,000. The mon- 
ey may be included in a deficiency 
appropriation bill before the end 
of the year, since congress already 
has approved the purpose for 
which it will be spent. 

The idea is for the 
Works Agency to split most of it 
up—not give it away, but lend it— 
among states, counties and cities 
on a population basis. They, in. 
turn, would spend it on plans, | 
blueprints and engineering © for | 
schools, hospitals and other public 
works. 


Then, 
stimulant in the reconversion pe- 
riod, contracts can be let and the 
projects started immediately—pro- 
vided the states, counties and 
towns have the construction mon- 
ey. The loans wil] be repayable 
when construction starts. 

As yet Congress has not au- 
thorized revival of the old Public 
Works Administration, under 
which the federal pocketbook sup- 
plied grants and loans for projects. 


Furthermore, congress has de- 
clared that it is assuming no ob- 
ligation to provide any construc- 
tion cash just because Prairie 
Ridge gets a $5,000 
FWA to draft plants for a $100,- 
000 waterworks. 

FWA estimates $5,000,000,000 
of construction may be needed if 
public works projects are to carry 
their proportionate share of the 
employment load in the first post- 
war year. 

But states and their subdivisions 
thus far have plans ready for only 
$1,000,000,000 of building. The 
$75,900,000 asked of congress to- 
day would let them blueprint an- 
other $1,500,000,000. 

Beyond that, FWA is counting 
on them for still another $1,000,- 
000,000 of construction to help 
make up the $5,000,000,000 total. 
Thus their portion of it would 
be $3,500,000,000. 

State and federal-aid highways 
are relied on for $1,000,000,000 
and all-federa] developments, such 
as flood control and river and 


harbor improvements, are listed | 


for $500,000,000. 

FWA officials already are ad- 
vising potential applicants for 
blueprint loans that they won't 
have to bring their cases to Wash: 
ington. Their applications will be 
handled almost entirely through 
field offices and regional direc- 
tors.

The Army has four six-footers in 
its starting line.

Average height of the Army for- 
wards is six feet and 3-7 inches. 
That for Navy is six feet 3-14 ‘nch- 
es, a difference of practically 
nothing. 

When you get into the weight 
department, the similarity is even 
more pronounced. Army’s great 
line weighs a total of 1,351 pounds, 
Navy's 1,350—a difference of a sin- 
gle pound spread over seven men. 

Those figures, of course, are for 
the lineups which have started the 
last few games, but even down 
through the host of substitutes the 
similarity of height and weight 
prevails.

Notre Dame, which gained 
70 yards on the ground against 
the Cadets, could solve Na ‘y’s de- 
fense for only 58. 

Thus the Middies held the three 
foes to 77 yards via rushing, while 
Army allowed the same trio 261.

: QUANTICO, Va., Nov. 28.—It is 
They Use Mirrors, Too always comforting to learn for sure 
something that often has been suspected. Our party, after 
watching George Preston Marshall's Redskins beat the Boston 
Yanks, responded to the kind invitation of J. Edgar Hoover to visit 
the FBI academy at Quantico, where Marine of- 
ficers are trained. The academy is located in 
the midst of the vast Marine operations, but 
there is no conflict in activities. Everything 

is separate, including the firing ranges. 

One footprint is sort of dim in the 
sands of time here at Quantico, but the 
fact that Ralph McGill spent a lot of 
time training with the, Marines in the 
last war naturally is on the record. Edi 
tor McGill left Vanderbilt to join the 
Marines and returned to Vandy after the 
war. 

I went to Quantico hoping to see Davey 
O’Brien, the former T. C. U. football star. Davey’s a special agent 
of the FBI and one of the top instructors in firearms. Davey was 
home in Texas on vacation. I. B. Hale, another great Texas foot- 
ball player of the past, also was away. But there was no dearth of 
interesting agents. There never is. Each and everyone you meet 
is the salt of the earth. That's one of the unwritten qualifications 
of becoming a member of Mr. Hoover's amazing organization. 

But I mentioned in beginning that it is always comforting to 
run a suspicion to ground and learn it’s true. I found out today, 
for instance, that the FBI actually does it with mirrors. 

Parker Breese,. special agent who’s in charge of training 
at the FBI's academy here, stood out in the rain, cradled a 
small mirror in his arm, stood with back to a suspended clay 
pigeon and hit it dead center with a pistol. He apologized 
for water getting on the mirror. Breese is an ex-tennis ace. 

I learned later that some of the agents wear large dia- 
monds and that, actually, they can do the same thing by 
shooting by the reflection of their ring.

But what I mentioned in the way of fire- 
Really Elementary arms proficiency in the foregoing is 
merely elementary, Watson. 

Special Agent Henry A, Fitzgibbons, from Iowa, a lanky blond 
who used to star at basketball, emerged from a shed storage room 
with an ax and several clay pigeons. 

He walked up the range and placed the ax with the blade 
facing the firing line. On either side he suspended a clay 
pigeon. In other words, if his .38 bullet hit the ax blade ;

I investigated to see if he were 
cross-eyed, but assuredly he is not. But I was watching him per- 
form that one. ’ 

A new way of opening cans was illustrated. Rain made visi- 
bility poor but Fitzgibbons threw a can of beets high into air and 
shot it with a rifle. Everything disappeared, tin, beets, bullet and 
all. The firepower of the weapon was shocking. 

Then Agent Fitzgibbons tried his weapon on a large grapefruit 
he threw into the air.!/ There wasn’t even a trace of pulp. The 
juice floated off as thin vapor. The same happened to oranges. 

Even though it was raining, I took my hat off to Agent Fitz- 
gibbons. . Because I didn’t want him to be shooting in my direction. 
He assured me h® wouldn’t even point his finger at me, however. 
For one of the prideful things in Mr. Hoover’s organization is the 
safety record established by the agents over a period of years. It’s 


the best in the country. 

: Political antagonists, if any, of Buford 
Buford, Himself Boone, formerly managing editor of the 
Macon Telegraph, will not be happy to learn, perhaps, that all 
Dan’l Boone ever had on Buford was a coonskin cap. I am sure 
that Dan’'l was no better shot. 

Boone has been an agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
going on three years now. Mr. Lou Nichols, assistant director of 
the FBI, assigned Buford to take us to Quantico. Boone and Jack 
Tarver, of The Constitution, are old Macon buddies. 

On the trip to Quantico, Boone told a story of Davey 
O’Brien’s skill with a tommygun. A new class of agents was 
out on the range in Davey’s charge. The 15l-pound O’Brien 
was explaining different fine points about shooting when he 
noticed a crow seated on a limb quite a distance away. 

O’Brien, by way of casual demonstration, took quick aim, 
fired and blasted the crow off the limb. The agents looker 
at him in awe and wonder thereafter. 

The fact is, O’Brien, although a Texan, hardly knew how to 
handle a gun when he joined the FBI and that’s the way Henry 
L. (Hank) Sloan, who played football at Texas Tech and is special 
agent in charge of firearms training, likes to receive new agents. 
He likes to teach them from the ground up, so to speak. 

It is marvelous how the FBI gets a guest ready to appre- 
clate the training program. For instance, there was a spread 
at lunch of delicious barbecued spareribs, southern style; 
candied yams, corn grits, coffee and milk, and I understand 
they had chittlings on order. :

We trudged up a long lane through the rain to 
see the old mansion high above the Potomac and the tomb 
where the Father of Our Country rests. 

“I can’t help but feel reverent when I visit here, and it makes 
me feel like a better American for having come,” commented 
Buford Boone.

Little Steel Formula Preserved 


However outraged professional union- 
eers profess to be, the average American 
finds gratification and reassurance in the 
fact that the framework of the Little Steel 
formula is preserved in the War Labor 
Board’s latest decision. 


It is quite true that most indices are 
agreed that living costs have risen from 29 
to 30 per cent in the three years since the 
War Labor Board was set up. That means 
the living cost increase is approximately 
twice salary raises permitted under WLB’s 
Little Steel formula, which limits general 
pay increases to 15 per cent above the pre- 
vailing scale of January, 1941. 


But it is also true that, in the majority 
of cases, overall take-home pay, augment- 
ed by overtime, has more than offset cost 
of living increases. 


And while thousands of wage-earners 
—notably in the white collar class—unde- 
niably are being penalized by retention of 
the Little Steel formula, it is undoubtedly 
the soundest bulwark against inflation 
which has been evolved to date. 


Certainly there is no hope of permanent 
relief in a general upward revision of the 
formula. That would merely be the signal 
for another upward spiral in the dangerous 
maelstrom of inflation. 


Let Messrs. Murray and Green rant all 
they please for the avid consumption of 
their respective conventions. The War 
Labor Board—with its Little Steel formula 
—has done an excellent job of holding the 
line. And the average American knows 
and appreciates it. 3 


Britain Pays a Big Price for Victory 


There has been, on the part of our 
demagogues and their followers, too great 
a tendency to minimize the portion of the 
Allied war load which the United King- 
dom has shouldered. 


These derogations should be silenced, 
at least temporarily, by the White Paper, 
released on yesterday, which gives a com- 
prehensive analysis of every aspect of 
Britain’s war effort. These statistics re- 
veal, among other things, that: 


1. More than one-third of all male 
Britons between 14 and 64 are in the 
armed forces. 


Right Man for a Difficult 


Few will envy Maj. Gen. Patrick J. 
Hurley his new job as United States am- 
bassador to China. It is hard to think of 
any diplomatic post more beset with dif- 
ficulties at the present time. 


China, the China of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, after seven years of the 
most heroic warfare, is tottering under the 
blows of the advancing Japanese. United 
States air bases in eastern China have, 
perforce, been abandoned. Americans and 
British are, it is announced, leaving two 
Central China provinces and, if the Japa- 
nese advance much further here—as now 
seems inevitable—Chingking, the free 
China capital, may fall. 


The fighting in Burma, which has 
almost cleared the overland supply route 
to Chungking, may well prove vain as the 
Japs, in China to the north, cut that route 


again. 


2. Over half the women between 18 and 
40—and over 25 per cent of the women 
from 40 to 60—are in the armed forces or 
war work. 


3. In the five years of war ending Sep- 
tember 3, 1944, service casualties totaled 
563,000—more than one out of ten. 


4. One out of every three houses in 
Britain has been destroyed or damaged. 


There are other figures. But these will 
serve to prove the point: The British are 
engaged in an all-out war. They are pay- 
ing a big price for victory. 


Job 


Gen. Hurley’s first duty will be to 
stiffen Chinese resistance to the common 
foe and to seek to make more effective the 
fighting there, while the Chinese wait the 
long-delayed coming of Allied aid in suf- 
ficient force to drive the Jap invaders out. 


The Chinese front is the most pre- 
carious of all the war areas. The final out- 
come of the war there is inevitable. The 
Japanese will be driven back, demoralized 
and beaten, to their home soil. But, 
despite recent Pacific successes, the road 
to that goal is long and difficult. 


No man is better fitted, as a “trouble 
shooter” of long experience, for such a 
task, than Gen. Hurley. The fact that he 
is, in personal politics, a Republican, is but 
a minor factor in this time of national 
unity for war. President Roosevelt sought 
the best man available for a ticklish job 
and in so seeking, rightly ignored domes- 
tic political angles.

Keep Stettinius 
In Mind for ‘48 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 28.—Late Monday 
» % afternoon the President of the United States ap- 

pointed Edward R. Stettinius Jr. to be secretary 
of state, replacing Cordell Hull, resigned, and then announced plans 
for a vacation. 

I will give the people of Georgia just three guesses and be dis- 
appointed if they don’t guess the first time which one of the direc- 
tions the President will take when he leaves. The President told 
reporters he might go north, south, east or west. 

The appointment of Stettinius ended a lot of guessing, all of it 
wrong. The guesses by the experts had Jimmy Byrnes as first 
choice and Secretary Stimson as second. Stettinius was named 
merely as a possibility. Prominently mentioned was Henry A. 
Wallace, present vice president. 

Stettinius was first choice all along. It was Cordell: Hull who 
named him, not Mr. Roosevelt. Sunday afternoon a long black 
car drove out to Bethesda hospital where the tall Tennessean, one 
of the nation’s greatest public servants, is 4ll of a throat ailment. 

In the car was the President of the United States. He and 
Cordell Hull visited and talked. The President stayed for a long 
time. When he left he had given in to Cordell Hull’s insistence 
that his health and his chance at life depended on complete rest. 
He also had Cordell Hull’s recommendation. Monday at noon the 
President had a luncheon guest. It was Stettinius. Immediately 
after lunch the President sent his apointment to the senate. Con- 


firmation will follow in routine fashion. 

Stettinius’ appointment has other possibilities. 
44 Years Old He is 44 years old. He is a former chairman of 
the board of United States Steel. He always has been a Democrat. 
His thinking was not obscured by hate or fear. He did not confuse 
his own business and financial success with the rights of others. 
He has been, and is, a Roosevelt Democrat. 

Jimmy Byrnes was not a possibility. His background, includ- 
ing his switch of religious affiliations from the Catholic to the 
Protestant church, no doubt was made on the basis of conviction. 
But a lot of people persist in thinking it was made because a Cath- 
olic has difficulty getting elected to office in South Carolina. They 
believe the switch was made for political reasons. 

That put a blight on Jimmy Byrnes when the party leaders and 
bosses started thinking about getting rid of Henry A. Wallace at 
the Chicago convention. The secretary of state must, in the years 
ahead, deal with many dominantly Catholic nations, including 
France, Italy, Belgium and the sister republics to the south of us. 
Jimmy Byrnes didn’t have the background. He would have had one 
or two strikes on him before he went to bat. 

Stettinius will be 48 years old in 1948. The Democratic party 
must, in 1948, have new faces, new leaders. It must have them in 
the years leading to 1948, for that matter. Stettinius is the first. 
Keep him and 1948 in mind. 


There will be other cabinet changes. The first 
Other Changes one pleased almost everyone. It confounded 
those it did not please. The diehard critics of the press were wait- 
ing for a radical appointment. They laughingly wrote, in the Mon- 
day morning editions, that the President hardly would dare affront 
the “left” by appointing Stettinius. 

He did appoint him. There followed immediately approval by 
Vice President Wallace and all leading administration Democrats 
who could be reached: in the late hours following the appointment. 

The President, as usual, had outfeinted his critics and left them 
swinging wildly at a nonexistent target. There will follow the 
usual speculations as to whether the President is not swinging back 
to the right, as they say. He has swung in no direction. He is 
following his usual course of using the.man best suited to all con- 
ditions. Stettinius had been with Hull through most of the im- 
portant conferences and knew the background. He was the logical 
man. Also, he will be 48 in 1948. 
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Had the appointment been Byrnes or Wal- 
lace there would have been no speculation 
as to 1948. 

This places in sharp focus the next appointments. Henry Wallace 
can have, and ought to have, any job he wants. He, too, can be 
placed in a job for which he is eminently fitted. It could be agri- 
culture. I do not think it will be. Let us suppose that Jesse Jones, 
in ill health, should retire when his term expires in January. Is 
there a better man for his job, which has a tremendous influence 
in the placing of factories and new industries? Under Jesse Jones 
they have been more centralized than ever. The south has not done 
too well. Wallace likes the south. It will be interesting if he 
were to replace Jesse Jones. 

Patrick J. Hurley, a Republican who unselfishly has given of 
his time to the war, is the new ambassador to China, and not 
Wallace. That, too, is interesting. So will be the remaining ap- 


pointments.

Democracy Succeeds 
Only by Education 


Democracy is, in final analysis, an ideal.’ It 
is a system of social organization which con- 
tains within it the form of the most perfect 

government and social order which mind of man can conceive. 

Democracy has never, as yet, operated perfectly. It has, prob- 
ably, come closer to realization of its ideal in the United States of 
America than anywhere else on earth. Perhaps the people of a few 
other countries, say Australia, New Zealand, Canada, would argue 
on that point. But there is no purpose in so arguing here. 

Even in the United States, however, democracy has a long way 
to go, yet, before it approximates the perfection which it offers 
to mankind. 

All of which is preamble to the thought that we should not, in 
our dreams for a better postwar world, center those dreams upon 
a world filled with democratic nations. If we are imperfect in our 
democracy, as we are, how can we expect nations lacking in edu- 
cation and understanding by the vast majority of their people, to 
make a democracy work at all? 


. The Atlantic Charter set forth ideal objec- 
Atlantic Charter tives, but no man believes, for one moment, 
that the freedoms there listed can be achieved for all the world 
overnight. There is no magic abracadabra which will change the 
nature of world-wide humanity in a month or a year or a decade, 
and without such a change realization of those freedoms cannot 
come. 

Yet they are ideals which, if there is to be any hope for the 
world, must be held before us all as goals to be everlastingly sought. 

It is not our duty, our right or privilege, however, to try and 
enforce democracy upon any other people, not even upon our ene- 
mies after they are finally conquered. Conquered, they still have 
the right to choose their own form of government. That is a free- 
dom, just like any other. 

Any nation has the right, even, to live under a dictatorship, 
if its people so desire. All we are concerned with is to make certain 
that no government, no nation, can in the future, acquire the means 
to perpetrate the crime of aggressive war against any other nation. 
What each does in the manner of its own internal government is its 
own business, its own right to decide. Just so long as it does not 
become a menace to us, or to other nations which want only to live 


at peace with all men. 

° There are certain basic conditions 
Fundamental Things which must be achieved, by any na- 
tion, before it is fit for democratic government. Those conditions 
are easily known and understood. They are the basic freedoms 
which are listed in our own Bill of Rights. 

Most important of all is, perhaps, freedom of the press. For 
there must be a free and fearless press through which the people 
may know the truth about their own problems. Freedom of the 
press, of course, presupposes a people sufficiently educated to, at 
least, read with basic understanding what is made public in that 
press, 

Freedom of speech and of assembly are equally important and 
there can be no freedom at al! without the freedom of religion. 

It is only upon the foundation of an informal, a free and an 
intelligent electorate that democracy may succeed. At least a fair 
proportion of the electorate must have enjoyed these freedoms long 
enough to have acquired an intelligent understanding of govern- 
ment and of the social order before they are ready for democratic 
self-rule. 

We, ourselves, cannot come close to the democratic ideal of 
which we dream until all of our people have gained. sufficient 
understanding to sink their own selfish desires in the greater de- 
sire for the ultimate good of all. And we are a long way from that 


ideal as yet. 
. Democracy, in its pure idealism, is 

Long-Drawn Patience closely akin to- the teachings of 
Christianity. It is nearly 2,000 years since Christianity was born, 
yet the proportion of Christians in the world, counting those so listed 
without regard to their true adherence to the teachings of Christ, 
is comparatively small. 

And we all know how far short we fall, in this Christian coun- 
try, of putting into practice the ideals of our religion. 


It is as slow a process to create human beings all fit to exercise: 


the duties and to enjoy the privileges of citizenship in a democratic 
country as it is to convert a world to Christ. 

Let us not lose hope. Someday ideals will be realized. Until 
that day, though, let us understand there are many nations in the 
world not yet ready for democracy—and it is no kindness for us to 
try and force our system of government upon them. 

The only real road to any ideal is the road of education, and that 
is a road that measures its progress not by days or years but by 
centuries,

The other agency is government. 
It can provide temporary jobs by 
means of public works, or perma- 
nent jobs by seizing and operating 
businesses established by private 
citizens. 

In European lands, where most 
of the organized opposition to Hit- 
ler and Fascism has been Commu- 
nist, the workers and the poor 
seem to look upon Russia as their 
chief friend. Reconstruction of 
their shattered civilization will al- 
most certainly be delayed by a life 
or death struggle between Com- 
munism and the power of money. 
In every land, industry steadily 
grows greater and more imper- 
sonal, and more millions of work- 
ers learn to regard it as their nat- 
ural enemy. Those who hate eco- 
nomic Fascism do not fear a dic- 
tatorship if they can call the gov- 
ernment their own.

Roosevelt Hurt 
By Treatment of Press 


WASHINGTON. — President Roosevelt has 
oa confessed a feeling of deep disappointment over 
a the treatment accorded him by many or most of 
the newspapers of the country during the recent campaign. 

His disappointment was not so much over the failure of any 
appreciable part of the press to support him for re-election, al- 
though he must have felt this also. 

What hurt him more was the manner in which he was portrayed 
to the public in news stories and photographs. Particularly was 
he re by the latter. Some of them he regarded as downright 
crue . 

Every newspaperman knows, of course, that there are two ways 
to take.a photograph. You can either make a subject look his 
best, or you can catch a person at an angle to make him look 
ridiculous. 

In the campaign pictures used of him by the o ition pr 
the President feels that an effort was rach 4 to Be ae bins Ok 
disadvantage.

One of the Washington papers was noted to have used this 
picture with the silly grin in its early editions which go out into 
Maryland and Virginia, where the people had a vote, then sub- 
stituted another in other editions distributed in the District of 
Columbia, where the people have no vote. 

Some of the papers which didn’t have the nerve to print the - 
ugly rumors that were being circulated about the President's health 
used off-color photographs to accomplish the same purpose. 


Time the Worst Offender One of the worst offenders of 


them. all was Time magazine, 
whose publisher, Henry Luce, is a violent anti-New Dealer. [It 
seemed to specialize in printing close-ups of the President show- 
ing braces on his legs and otherwise depicting his affliction. 


It was such tactics as these, plus the gossipy stories spread by 
the Republicans as to his failing health, that forced Mr. Roosevelt 
to go through the ordeal he did in New York and other cities, where 
he rode in an open car in the rain for hours in order that thou- 
sands might see him personally and judge for themselves. 


But for these stories and pictures it woulld not have been neces- 
sary for him to do that. Gov. Dewey, a much younger and more 
vigorous man, was not subjected to half so much of the same thing. 


And so the President is justified, it seems, in feeling that the 
newspapers, for the most part, treated him cruelly in the campaign. 


Secretary Ickes, after pointing out that only 17.7 per cent of 
the newspapers of the country, on a basis of total circulation, sup- 
ported the fourth-term bid, has raised the question of whether the 
nation’s editors any longer reflect public sentiment in their edi- 
torial policy. 

“Does the newspaper, according to the modern concept, repre 
sent its readers, or have any responsibility to or for them?” he asks. 

The attitude of the press in the past three presidential elections 
would indicate not. An overwhelming majority of the newspapers, 
some 80 per cent of them, have opposed Mr. Roosevelt since his 
first election. 

Evidently this has made little impression on the people, whe 
continue to give the President their support. 

There was a time when the newspapers of the country were 
the chief vehicles for shaping public opinion. That time may come 
again, but before it does the press will have to show more enlighten- 
ment in its editorial policy. 

Something obviously is wrong in a situation where 53.5 per cent 
of the people vote to return a President to office and 80 per cent 
of the newspapers oppose it. 

Mr. Roosevelt no doubt felt that his record as a war president 
entitled him to more support than he received from the publications 
of the country, but he was not put out so much over this as he was 
the unfairness of the newspaper attack on him. He has a right to 
feel that the press as a whole made no honest effort to present the 
issues of the campaign fairly. 

That does not apply to all papers, of course. Some of them were 
his ardent defenders, Too many of them failed to deal honestly

Roosevelt Still To Be 
Secretary of State 


WASHINGTON.—In picking Edward R. Stet- 
tinius Jr. to succeed the venerable Cordell Hull 
as secretary of state, President Roosevelt devised 

& compromise familiar in the course of his administration.

Byrnes, war mobilization director, 
former senator, because “Jimmy,” 
as he is known to his cronies at 
the capitol, speaks their language. 

The failure to appoint Mr. 
Byrnes offers one encouraging as- 
pect. His selection was advocated 
as a means of keeping the senate 
in line when the peace treaties 
come before that body; for there 
is in Washington none quite so 
skiliful as a behind-the-scenes ne- 
gotiator since Sen. Pat Harrison, 
of Mississi died. 

The fact t he was not named 
indicates that President Roosevelt 
thinks he is in good shape at the 
capitol for the battle over the 


peace treaties, This general opin- 
ion was found to prevail at the 
capitol in a check with leaders 
there. Sen, Tom Connally, Demo- 
crat, Texas, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, has 
been very effective in missionary 
work on both sides of the aisle, 
while Sens. Ball, Republican, 
Minnesota, and Burton, Republicn, 
Ohio, have been busy on the Re- 
publican side and they find the sit- 
uation most encouraging. 

Mr, Stettinius will get along all 
right with the senate ‘and with 
congress in general. Hé has an 
easy and gracious manner, not too 
strained or affected for such con- 
tacts. One of Secretary Hull's 
great sources of strength was the 
staunch support and warm affec- 
tion among members of congress. 
He. was a tremendous political as- 
set to President Roosevelt, and the 
President knew this. For his 
rugged character has also a great 
appeal to the American people. 

It was génerally understood that 
Secretary Hull was consulted as 
to his successor, which bespeaks 
something for the new 44-year- 
old secretary. Mr. Hull has not 
béen too kindly to some of the men 
just underneath him who, by the 
nature of things, had to assume 
some of the responsibility. There 
was, in the early days, the incident 
of Raymond P, Moley, a White 
House designation as assistant sec- 
retary, who was thought by the 
secretary to have intruded beyond 
his rights and was forced out by 
Mr. Hull, Undersecretary of State 
Sumner Welles finally had to leave 
after differences with Mr, Hull. 

Mr. Welles had strong support 
among the liberal-minded on inter- 
national co-operation. They would 
have liked to have seen him get 
the place. But Mr. Hull's oppo- 
sition made this impossible. 

When the comparatively youth- 
ful Mr. Stettinius, who has a sort 
of bubbling and effervescent en- 
ergy, was moved over to the Staté 
Department more than a year ago, 
some predicted he might not last 
long. But he came through fine. 
He was well groomed for his new

“Greatness requires something 
more than being dull and using 
1,000 words where 10 would serve 
better,” says Mr. Quillen. Well, 
obviously. No one is going to dis- 
pute that. In fact, the number of 
words used has nothing whatever 
to do with greatness; the quantity 
of material used depends upon the 
size and nature of the intended 
object. Did Brahms use too many 
notes, or Phidias too much mar- 
ble? It is not the number of 
words but their arrangement and 
most of all their context that are 
important, 

Mann, further, is dull and ob- 
scure, Mr. Quillen contends, Very 
well—let’s take a look at another 
contemporary novelist and com- 
pare styles. Here is a passage 
taken at random from “A Tree 
Grows in Brooklyn:” 

“Bob was not the only horse 
in Francie’s life. Her Aunt Evy’s 
husband, Uncle William Flittman, 
also drove a horse. His horse was 
named Drummer and pulled a 
milk wagon. Willie and Drummer 
were not friends the way Frank 
and his horse were friends. Willie 
and Drummér laid in wait for 
each other figuring out injuries 
to do the other.

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Concerning 
Judge Landis 


NEW YORK.—Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, the commission- 
er of baseball, was the first of 
those decorative autocrats who 
were selected by various indus- 
tries early in the era of wonderful 
nonsense, following the first World 
War, as personal guarantors of the 
morals. and integrity of such 
trades. Baseball chose him at an 
hour when the game, as a busi- 
ness, was terribly distressed. by 
the corruption of the World Se- 
ries between the White Sox and 
the Reds in 1919. For similar rea- 
sons, the movie industry selected 
Will Hays as its “czar,” the news- 
paper term for such executives, 
and czarism became rife in the 
prizefight, the mop and broom, 
the garment and the hay, grain 
and feed industries, with varying 
results. 

Oddly, in a nation which had 
only yesterday dusted off its 
clothes, stuck court-plaster on its 
cuts and turned hilariously and 
feloniously to zymology and viti- 
culture, after crushing autocracy 
forever, the Americans took joy- 
ously to the rule of czars in their 
non-essential but sentimental in- 
terests. The mere presence of 
Judge Landis, of the U. S. district 
court, was accepted as am abso- 
lute guarantee that henceforth, as 
long as he ruled, sin and baseball 
would be strangers. 

This was an illusion, A few 
athletes who had been doing busi- 
ness with under-world gamblers 
found themselves still in the toils 
and the management of one of 
the large major league firms had 
been associated with a bucket 
shop, a crooked race track, a ques- 
tionable real estate promotion and 
an equally undignified oil stock 
flotation. 

Moreover, although Landis de- 
tested professional gamblers and 
revealed an intention to prevent 
even the most casual personal 
association between players and 
crap-shooters, another of the men 
who was paying part of his salary 
as czar had been a dealer in old- 
time gambling houses and was be- 
lieved to have been a proprietor. 

As time wore on, these few be- 
holden players aged and drifted 
out of the game-.and mortality ad- 
justed the judge's position as to 
the indecorous minority among his 
own bosses. There were only 
three more scandals involving 
players and, as far as the press 
and public know, which isn’t 
necessarily everything, the ugly 
specter of see has never again 
oisonéd the well-springs of base- 
all’s fair escutcheon, as the 
phrase used to go among the ora- 
tors at the annual banquets. 

Still, the judge, or the squire as 
you called him if you knew him 
well, was in a strange position. 
Baseball has many laws, most of 
which, up to his time in office, 
favored the soulless corporations 
which were paying his salary and 
discriminated against the player, 
who was called a chattel because 
he could, literally, be sold for cash 
or old baseballs or, as legend in- 
sisted in one case, traded for a 
hard-tail bird dog. 

Up to his time it had been the 
custom of the bosses to put their 
heads together and “whisper out” 
any player who made a nuisance 
of himself as an “agitator” or a 
hard-rock man, méaning a tunnel- 
er who undermined managers and 
team morale with complaints and 
demands. 

A major leaguer, thus whispered 
out, went down to the minor 
leagues or, in some cases, kept 
right on going and found himself 
exiled entirely from organized 
baseball while still in his prime. 
This could .be even though his 
only offense was to ask for: a 
raise in pay and it was their re- 
sentment against low wages and 
the whispering-out process which 
animated some of the Chicago 
White Sox of 1919 in their unhap- 
BY decision to throw the World 

eries to the Reds for bribes prom- 
ised by gamblers which were not 
fully paid. They were receiving 
less than $3,000 a year, on the av- 
erage, Eger. they were rated 
then and still are regarded by 
some as the greatest team in base- 
ball history. . 

Their employer, old Charlie 
Comiskey, a gregarious host and 
politician, was known, through his 
hospitality and the consequent 
peo, as the noblest Roman. 

ut he had no romantic opinion 
of ball players, having been one 
himself, and he kept his pay rolls 
down unreasonably to his own 

reat cost after the scandal, when 

e lost his wonderful ball team, 
and never again in his life, could 
put together a winner. ‘ 

Landis had to interpret baseball 
law, “including issues involving 
enormous property values in which 
boss and player were the liti- 
gants and, sometimes, in the man- 
ner of czars, finding no law or 
the law unreasonable, he simply 
rolled his own, He was his own 
supreme court, except that in a 


crisis he could appeal to public, 


opinion. Confident of his public 
position, he did fight the owners 
many times and made expensive 
decisions against them, sometimes 
in favor of individual players. 

The old squire had his eccentri- 
cities. He was forever promoting 
another chance for some poor 
drunkard. He had a quaint habit 
of plucking a sprig of weed and 
stabbing it in his buttonhole., And 
when he was a fedegal judge, full 
rigged with the awesome dignity 
of the federal bench of those days, 
he pawned his life insurance to 
raise a loan for a cub reporter 
drawing $17 a week, who needed 
$3,000 for a desperate family emer- 
gency and, except in his character, 
was not a promising risk. 

He got his money back, too, and 
with it the devotion of one of his 
life-long friends.

Point-Free Veal and Lamb 
Make Appetizing Entrees 


By SALLY 


More homemakers are leaving 
meat counters with lamb and veal 
tucked in the market basket these 
days. Most of it is lean and point- 
free. This doesn’t mean it is one 
whit less nutritious, but simply 
that the meat animal was not 
specially fed to produce a higher 
grade product from the standpoint 
Try the 
following recipes, and find out for 
yourself how good are these point- 
free cuts of utility lamb and veal: 


LAMB LOAF ) 

1 1-2 pounds ground lamb shoul- 
der or neck 

2 teaspoons salt 

14 clove garlic or 1-3 cup 
chopped onion 

1 cup milk 

3-4 cup cracker crumbs 

1 egg 

3 cups seasoned mashed potatoes 

Combine all ingredients except 
potatoes. Pack in loaf pan and 
bake in 325-degree oven 1 hour 
and 20 minutes. When baked turn 
out onto a flat pan and cover with 
hot mashed, well-seasoned pota- 
toes. Place loaf under broiler 
just long enough to brown pota- 
toes. Loaf may be left in pan and 
potatoes piled on top, if desired. 


LAMB CASSEROLE 

1 breast of lamb, boned 

2 tablespoons fat or droppings 

1 1-4 cups rice, uncooked 

1 cup grated carrots 

1-2 cup chopped onion 

2 1-2 teaspoons salt 

1-4 teaspoon pepper 

1 cup canned tomatoes

FACTORY CANNED VERSUS 
HOME CANNED 


You said scurvy in mild degree 
is common among all classes in 
America today, especially in bot- 
tle-fed babies who do not receive 
a daily ration of orange or toma- 
to or fruit juice or factory can- 
ned tomato juice. Do you make a 
distinction of factory canned from 
home canned tomato, and if so, 
what is it? (C. M.) 


Answer—Yes, the vitamin I in 
fresh_fruit, fresh vegetable, greens, 
etc., is destroyed by oxidation. 
That’s why fruit juice expressed 
from the fruit and kept for hours 
or overnight loses its vitamin C 
to a considerable degree. The 
commercial canning process is a 
vacuum process—fresh fruit or 
juice hermetically sealed before 
cooking—which prevents oxida- 
tion. ome canning is usually 
open kettle cooking which greatly 
increases oxidation. If the fruit, 
vegetable or juice completely fills 
container so no air space remains, 
and the container is hermetically 
sealed before heating, cooking or 
sterilization, and the seal not 
broken, then the home canning 
process is just as good as the fac- 
tory vacuum process so far as pre- 
serving the vitamin C is con- 
cerned.

Waist-Whittling 
Exercises 
Keep One Trim 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


There's a knack to waist-whit- 
tling. Amd short, stocky girls 


should hew to the line and take 
as little exercise as they can get 
away with—just enough to keep 
the midriff seven to eight inches 
smaller than the bust measure- 
ment. The idea back of exercise 
is to get a smaller waistline, not 
a bigger appetite. 


Today's program is planned to 
keep the stocky girls’ waist clear- 
ly defined and the muscular girdle 
in good tone. Coupled with calo- 
rie clipping, it can take one-half 
inch off the waist in a couple 
of weeks. 

Position: Standing, feet apart, 
arms upstretched overhead. 

Movement: Stretch slim through 
the middle and bend to the side; 
back to position, bend to the oth- 
er side, always keeping the up- 
pull through the midriff. Six 
times to alternate sides will “be 
enough for beginners. There is 
nothing to be gained by making 
the waistline muscles sore. The 
points to be watched in that exer- 
cise are these. Keep the shoul- 
ders relaxed, and center the ac- 
tion through the middle of the 

- Do not let the hips jut 
out to the sides as you bend. 


To tone the muscular girdle, do 
this contracting exercise: 


Position: Lying on back on floor, 
arms down at sides, knees bent, . 
feet on floor. (This position re- 
lieves all strain from abdominal 
organs). 


Movement: Draw both knees 
toward chest, at the same time 
pressing the small of the back 
against the floor. The pull should 
start with the lower abdominal 
muscles. Repeat 12 times, later 
20 times. 


Before going into the next ex- 
ercise, relax by clasping hands 
around knees and “rest” in this 
position, It is a good plan to make 
a point of relaxing after every 
second exercise. Otherwise, the 
tendency is to rush through one 
exercise after another and that 
is a waste of nervous energy. 


Waist twisting is marvelously 
slimming, but it is only for those 
with normally strong backs. If 
you have ever had any trouble 
with the lower part of your back, 
skip the next exercise. 


Position: Lying on back on floor 
fm knees flexed and feet on 
oor. 


Movement: Pull up and in with 
the girdle muscles, keep knees 
together, and twist sharply at the 
waist, lowering thigh to floor at 
one side. Come back to position 
and lower to the other side. Do 
this exercise very slowly. Repeat

Expected Hike 
In City Income 


Invites Bonus 


$11,852,006 Revenue 
Estimated for 1945; 
4,500 May Get Raises 


By HERMAN HANCOCK, 


City council’s 1944 budget com- 
mission has certified estimated re- 
ceipts for 1945 at $11,852,006, a 
figure $434,752 more than was cer- 
tified for 1944, and observers be- 
lieve the hike in anticipations 
paves the way for a blanket in- 
crease of five per cent in present 
war bonus payments for approxi- 
mately 4,500 municipal employes, 

The same commission, headed 
by Mayor Hartsfield, estimated 
1944 receipts at $11,417,254, but 
hiked anticipated receipts for next 
year to the ,$11,852,006 figure, 
which exceeds the $11,694,105 ac- 
| tually expended in 1943. 

From the _ estimated receipts 
were deducted $1,149,690 for 1945 
debt service, which also would be 
included in any cash carryover for 
the current year. 

The fact that debt service has 
been provided, and anticipations 
have been hiked $434,752 over an- 
ticipations for 1944, means that the 
cash carryover at the end of the 
year actually will approximate $1.,- 
584,442 for 1944 and substantiates 
predictions that the cash carryover 
would be 81,500,000 for the year. 

All employes of the. municipal- 
ity, including those of the school 
department, now are getting war 
bonuses to meet the advanced 
costs of living. Those making less 
than $250 monthly get 15 per éent 
of their basic salaries while those 
making in excess of $250 a month 
get 12% per cent bonuses. If the 
plan to hike the payments a blank- 
et five per cent materializes, those 
in the lower brackets will draw 
over-all bonuses amounting to 20 
per cent of their salaries and those 
in the higher brackets will receive 
174% per cent bonuses. 


A move to raise all bonus pay- 


ments to 20 per cent also has been 
agitated, but no definite action is 
expected until the mayor and 
council begin preparation of the 
1945 budget after the first of the 
year.

Pierce To Write 
Candler Record 
For Methodists

Special assignment was given 
Dr. A. M. Pierce at the recent 
session of the North Georgia 
Methodist conference as biogra- 
pher of the late Bishop Warren 
Akin Candler, one of nine Geot- 
gia ministers to be made bishops 
in the Methodist church. The as- 
signment was made at the special 
request“of the Candler and Dobbs 
families, and work on the biog- 
raphy is now in the preliminary 
stage. 

Naming Dr. Pierce as Bishop 
Candler’s biographer is said to 


meet with hearty approval, since 
he is a writer of note, a student 
of church progress in the south 
and a member of the Pierce fam- 
ily, intimately associated with 
Bishop Candler for two genera- 
tions. The biography is expected 
to be on the market in about a 
year. 

Bishop Candler is rated in Amer- 
ican church development as an 
outstanding figure, who made 
large constructive contributions in 
the field of literature, education, 
missions and harmonious race re- 
lations. Author of a dozen vol- 
umes, editor of the Christian Ad- 
vocate, bishop in charge of mis- 
sions in the Far East, Bishop Can- 
dler for 20 years was in direct 
control of mission work in Cuba 
and Mexico. As president of 
Emory College and chancellor of 


Emory University he directed min- 
isterial training of more than a' 
hundred Methodist ministers and| 
a score of those of other denomina-| 
tions. 

Credit is given Bishop Candler 
in founding Paine College at Au- 
gusta, and the acceptable settle- 
ment of $285,000 war claims 
against the government some 50 
years hack. Staunchly southern, 
Bishop Candler opposed Methodist 
unification. 

Dr. Pience is said to be eminent- 
ly fitted to write the Candler bi- 
ography, as the Pierce family of 
60 years ago had much to do with 
the rise of young Candler. Dr. 
Pierce’s grandfather was Dr. Lov- 
ick Pierce, and his uncle was 
Bishop George F. Pierce. Biogra- 
pher Pierée, in addition to serving 
as editor of the Wesleyan Advo- 
cate, district superintendent of the 
Dalton district, also has served pas- 
toral charges at Druid Hills, Grif- 
fin First, Augusta St. James, New- 
nan First and Milledgeville First.
